By the King. 


A Proclamation prohibiting the tranſportation 
of any Corne, Graine, Victuals, Ordinance, Armes, or 


Munition for VV arre, into the Kingdome 
of France. 
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—— — Hereas the differences betweene Vs, and Our Brother the 


French King, haue beene of later times, and at this pzeſent are ſo 
notoꝛious that neither Our owne Subtects, noꝛ any our Allyes and 
Confederates, can in any pꝛobabilitie pꝛetend ignoꝛante of them; And 
whereas Our ſayd B2other of France, did publiſh two ſenerall De- 
 clarations , the firſtof the fourteenth day of May , one thouſand ſire 
hundꝛed twenty leuen ,theſecond of the twelfth of Auguſt,one thon- 
= ſand ſire hundꝛed twenty ſeuen, full of acrimony , wherein, amongſt 
other things, all Traffique and Commerce with Our Realme of England is pꝛohibited, not 
onely to his owne Subiects, but to all others of whatſoener qualitie, condition, o2 Nation they 
bee, vnder ſcuere penalties, which not withſtanding, yet Wee haue pꝛoceeded with ſuch mode⸗ 
ration, that hitherto Wee haue not onely fozbozne any ſuch publication , but haue in a ſozt dif- 
pefiſed with ſuch as haue carried to Our ſayd B2other, and his Subiects, euen Warlike pꝛouili⸗ 
ons, and other the moſt foꝛbidden Commodities, hoping that this Our mildeueſſe and facility. 
would haue pꝛoduced better effects: Wut now, taking into Dur Pzincely conſideration the 
manifold inconueniences which vpon this libertie haue enſued, and daply map bee multiplied, 
to the dammage of Us and Our people, it the lame ſhould not bee pꝛeuented with a ſpeedie re- 
ſtraint; And well knowing how agreeable it is to reaſon, and the pꝛactice of all Pꝛintes and 
States, to hinder and diuert the tranlpoꝛtation of all manner of Uictuals, and Munitions of 
Warre, pꝛouided foꝛ the ayde and ſuppozt ofthoſe,who at pꝛeſent are not in amitie with Us and 
therefoꝛe are likely to imploy them againſt Us and Dur Kingdomes; Wee are reſolued to 
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publiſh and notifie, and by theſe pꝛeſents, by the adnice of Our Pꝛiuie Connſell, doe pitb- 
liſh and notifie, that Wee will not Hencefoozth permit any perſon whatloener , toſend, oz carry 
into the Realme of France, oz any the Countreys and Dominions of the French King, any 
manner of Graine , oꝛ other Uictuals, oꝛ any manner of pꝛouiſions, to ſerue to build, furniſh, 
02 arme any Ships of Warre, oꝛ any kinde of Munition foz the Warre, oꝛ Materials foꝛ the 
ſame, beeing not of the nature of meere Merchandize: And therekoꝛe, if any perſon, either of 
Our owne Subiects, oꝛ of Our Allpes and Confederates, chall after twenty dayes from the 
publitation of theſe pꝛeſents, by any of Our owne Ships oꝛ the Ships of any Pur Subietcts au⸗ 
thoꝛtzed vnder the great Seale of the Admiraltie to that effect, be taken ſayling towards the pla⸗ 
tes afoꝛeſayd, hauing on board any Ozdinance,Armes of any ſoꝛt, Powder, Shot, Match, Bꝛim⸗ 
ſtone, Copper, Jron, Coꝛdage ok any kindes, Hempe, Saile, Cables, Anchoꝛs, Maſts, Rafters, 
Boat⸗oares, Capzaues, Clapboard, Pipeſtanes, Ueſſels, Pitch, Tarre,Roſin, Okam, Cozne, 
Graine, oꝛ Uictuals of any ſoꝛt, oꝛ any pꝛouiſions foꝛ ſhipping, oꝛ Munitions foꝛ Warre,o2return- 
ing thence in the ſame Uoyage with the pꝛoteede of the ſayd pꝛohibited goods; Wee ſhall hold 
the layd Ships and Goods lo taken foꝛ lawfullP2ize, and cauſe them to bee oꝛdered as Ships 
and Goods duely fozfeited foꝛ the benefit of Our ſelues , where Our owne Shippes ſhall ar- 
reſt the ſame, and to the benefit of ſuch others as being not in Our wages, but other wile au- 
thozized vnder the great Seale of Our Admiraltie, as is atoꝛelaid, by Letters of Marque, haue 
ſtayed and arreſted the ſamy. 


Giuen at Our Courtat White Hall the fifteenth day of October, in the fourth yeere 
of Our Reigne of Great Britaine, France and Ireland,
